Negotiations for revival of the apparently dead $10,000,000 


Desert Inn expansion program were ordered by the Palm 
Springs City Council last night. 
But the action comes as a cliff hanger for the instructions 
to City Manager Dan Wagner came after the council had been 
informed that the financial backers had withdrawn from the 


p ro p o se d d e v e lo p m e n t

Intense council discussion was 
touched off following presentation 
of a letter from George Alexander 
and Samuel Firks form ally with­ 
drawing th eir 
application 
for

use perm it covering their exten­ 
sive holdings in the heart of the 
Palm Springs business district. 


The letter also “hereby w i t h- 
draws

Wagner told the council that the 
city had funds provided in t h e 
budget to m eet the increased sal­ 
ary cost and it should not involve 
any increase in the tax rate.

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That Economic Growth Problem 


The problem of how to spur economic 
growth has become today’s major domestic 
issue. The American economy is far from 
dormant, but expansion generally has been 
running well below the desired and expec­ 
ted levels. 
Numbers of industries have either re­ 
duced their capital outlays, or failed to in­ 
crease them to the extent of earlier plans. 
But there are exceptions. And one of the 
principal exceptions, ironically, is a basic 
industry which is and long has been under 
Bitter attack by groups and public officials 
which seek to socialize it. 
This is the taxpaying gas and electric 
industry. In the first quarter of 1962, accord­ 
ing to a survey published in Newsweek, the 
nation’s privately owned gas and electric 
companies ticketed nearly $1.9 billion for 
plant and equipment outlays. This marked 
n 79 per cent increase over the previous 
quarter after adjustment for seasonal varia­ 
tions, and represented the sharpest jump in

If ever there was a valid reason for Cal­ 
ifornia abolishing its cross filing election pro­ 
cedure. it has yet to come to our attention. 
Whether a voter is a Republican or a Dem­ 
ocrat. why shouldn’t he have a right to mark 
his ballot for the candidate of his choice re­ 
gardless of the latter’s party politics? 
To deprive him of that right is a rank 
injustice. 
Under the prevailing system, the name 
of a Republican candidate does not appear 
on a Democratic ballot and the name of a 
Democratic candidate is banned from a Re­ 
publican ballot. 
As a consequence, if a Democrat desires 
to vote for a Republican he can only accom­ 
plish it by writing in the Republican’s name. 
The same restriction applies to a Republican 
who favors a Democrat. 
This limitation is UNFAIR TO REPUB­ 
LICANS AND DEMOCRATS ALIKE. It is 
indefensible. 
It is generally recognized that write-in 
1 support for even a most popular public of­ 
ficial is nearly always NEGLIGIBLE. 
Although a write-in campaign may be 
' substantially financed, professionally organ­ 
ized and intelligently announced long in ad- 
ance of election day, the attempt is usually 
DUD. 
Hence, for a voter who desires to cross 
arty lines, the present election system is 
rustrating. He either must cast his ballot for 
candidate in whom he has no confidence, 
r else probably waste his vote in a hope- 
ess write-in endeavor. 
While there are many schools of thought 
to who is to blame for discarding cross

spending budgets in nearly four years. 
Moreover, the survey also shows a huge 
increase in plans already approved for fu­ 
ture spending. The investor-owned utilities 
added $638 million to their backlog of un­ 
spent funds.

Appalling­ 
ly, for the seven days follow­ 
ing the proof that Russia had a 
capacity to outflank us with 
Space ships and Space platforms 
from which they could riddle us 
with H-bombs from unreachable 
distances, the official reaction in 
Washington was one of ho-hum. 
Now, perhaps, we will get 
cracking, but this is far from 
certain. The President seems to 
have his mind on the Congres­ 
sional elections which, if they 
go hard against him, could iso­ 
late him in history as a dis­ 
credited one-termer. The Vice 
President, although chairman of 
the Space Council, is headed for 
another good-will tour abroad. 
It will take many more speeches 
like Cannon’s, and many more 
columns than mine, to stir this 
Administration from its dream 
of peace-and-politics, and to mo­ 
bilize the nation for the might­ 
iest war effort of them all. 
Since we need to start some­ 
where, I 
have continued 
to 
search the records for a launch­ 
ing platform from which Con­ 
gressional a c t i o n might be 
mounted. Back in 1959, a Sen­ 
ate subcommittee on Govern­ 
ment Organization for Space Ac­ 
tivities compiled 747 pages of 


testimony on what’s wrong with 
our space effort. I use the pres­ 
ent tense because everything 
that was wrong three years ago 
is still wrong — only more so. 
The printed testimony, now be­ 
fore me, has Senator Syming­ 
ton. chairman, introducing the 
subject as follows:

"Earth satellites can be used 
for peaceful purposes to expand 
communications, improve navi- 
gallon, increase our ability to 
predict the weather, and extend 
our knowledge of the universe in 
countless other ways.

"The challenge the Soviet Un­ 
ion has given us, calls for hard 
work and sacrifice . . . 
"Soviet science and technology 
are making great strides and 
picking up momentum with pass­ 
ing time. They 
are already 
ahead of us in rocket engines.’* 
Two Congresses, 
two Presi­ 
dents, two Defense Secretaries 
have had these warnings before 
them. “ Urgency . . . priority 
. . . hard work and sacrifice

Democratic Liberals May 


Jump on JFK's Tax Bill

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Demo­ 
cratic liberals in the Senate are 
making threatening noises hinting 
that their filibuster over the Com­ 
munication Satellite Bill was just 
a beginning. 
They are not happy about what 
they see in Congress or about 
the Kennedy Administration’s at­ 
titude on some issues. 
Their next big effort may come 
on the administration’s tax reform 
bill which was put on a chopping 
block in the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee. Here they will be with 
the administration in fighting to 
restore House provisions dealing 
with expense accounts and with 
withholding taxes on dividends 
and interest. 
Tax Bill Worries 
But already they are worrying 
that the Administration's prom­ 
ised 1963 tax bill will offer too 
much tax relief to business and 
upper-bracket individuals and too 
little to the low bracket tax­ 
payers. 
It is not clear what the liberals 
would accomplish by taking a 
more belligerent stance except to 
air their protests in noisier fash­ 
ion. They have no place to hang 
their hats outside the Democratic

party 
is 
loaded against us,” Sen. Paul H. 
Douglas, D-Ill., complained last 
week. ’’We are in a sense pariahs. 
However, when election 
time 
comes around, they want our help 
because they know that the Demo­ 
cratic Party cannot elect a Presi­ 
dent without the great industrial 
states. 
"The national party comes a­ 
round and asks lor our help and 
they put clauses in the platform 
pledging themselves to progres­ 
sive steps, such as civil rights.
